Conllicting oi facial reports and puzzling moves on the 
part of the city administration have 
added 
to 
the 
confusion. 
The public wants to know what it is all 
about. 
So does Hie water committee of city council. 
Council proposes to find out what it is all about. 
By resolution it has authorized the service director 
to employ tile .services of a licensed engineer to make 
a complete survey. 
This survey is intended to reveal 
sources oi supply, or whether the city has an adequate 
supply at present. 
It also Is intended to recommend 
methods of eliminating iron oxide from the water. 
Tills program of quantity and quality was worked 
out some time ago by council’s water committee, with 
the aid of industrial engineers from Salem's manu­ 
facturing plants who voluntarily gave valuable as­ 
sistance. 
This Joint committee had the co-operation 
of tile .service due:tor, who last January asked coun­ 
cil to bring in an engineer to check his work and 
conclusions 
Unfortunately full cooperation of the 
mayor has not been forthcoming. 
The committee's 
thr*e-point 
program 
of first 
quantity, then quality and finally, if finances war­ 
ranted it. reduction of water rates, was being worked 
out satisfactorily until 
the 
mayor 
suddenly an­ 
nounced a 25 percent discount on water rates. Neither 
the committee nor the service director was ready for 
this move 
It was not known .and is not known to­ 
day, what expense will be 
necessary 
to 
provide a 
better quality of water*. 
In tills respect the mayor 
lits made no move to cooperate. 
Although the con­ 
dition of th,1 city water lias been the subject of public 
protests lor tile last three years, the present city 
administration has done nothing about it. 
It has 
not even shown a desire to go along with council’s 
water committee and the local volunteers who have 
been trying to solve this problem. 
I he mayor's announcement of a rate reduction 
was premature and wholly uncalled for. 
Public re­ 
action has not been favorable, most people express­ 
ing a desire, even a demand, for better water rather 
than a rate reduction. 
It was a premature announce­ 
ment fceeau e no one knows yet whether the cost of 
purifying the; water wi.l permit of a reduction in 
rates immediately. 
It is known that operating costs 
hive not been reduced to the point of justifying the 
reduction, as the mayor announced. 
It also is known 
that reserve funds have been dissipated, that some 
$|5XC9 already lies been spent in changes in tile

greater supply of water. The end of large expendi­ 
tures In tl:e water depirtm ent is not in sight. 
Announcement by the service director a few weeks 
ado ti at the E W Whlnnery field well would provide 
an adequate city supply was followed this week by 
his announcement that there Is a shortage.

Smith, in special session Thursday, 
adopted resolutions regarding the 
county payment of Pasteur treat­ 
ments for the prevention of rabies. 
The action of the board will in- : 
elude the notification of all drug­ 
gists and physicians in the county, 
th at henceforth applicnts for the 
serum treatm ent will do so at their 
own expense. Then, upon present­ 
ing their claim to the commissison- 
ers with a

affidavit that

WASHINGTON- The Army has drawn up plans, should it become 
necessary, to take over commercia] airliners for use in transporting in­ 
fam y through the skies. 
Tile difficult technique of loading and unloading planes with these 
doughboys of the ail and their heavy guns and equipment, has been 
perfected at Fort 8 am Houston, Tex. 
A oattadon of SOO riflemen plus 
a squad with a 37-millimeter antitank gun and 
several 
machine gun 
units, already have been trained for this rapid transit. 
Fifty transport 
plants would be 
needed to carry these troops—a reg­ 
iment would require ISO’—and offi­ 
cers admit It may be some time be­ 
fore military planes 
are 
available 
for any big scale air movement. But, 
they 
add 
frankly, ' ‘with 
little 
change we could 
use commercial 
transports if it became necessary.”

H ie “enemy position’' was taken 
to be an airport hangar. Low fly­ 
ing pursuit planes first set up a

smoke

and a field. Then came ’(he trans­ 
ports at 1200 Qfeet. From each plane 
12 men Jumped in the space of IO 
seconds, leaching the ground close 
together in little more than a m in­ 
ute. From othrr planes packs of 
rifles 
and 
machine 
guns 
were 
dropped 
w.th 
colored 
parachutes 
so they could be recognized. 
The men stepped out of 
their 
parachutes and ran for the packs. 
By Hie time the* smoke I lad cleared,

The parachute battalion is strict­ 
ly an ai tacking spearhead, designed 
to hold a front line position until 
stronger loroes can bi* brought tip 
overland.
